DETROIT, ,Iuiic 18 lU.R) — Al Ic.i.st 20 por.sons were feared dead today from a tornado which grazed Detroit and Windflor, 
Ont., lenviMK rain-soaked wrt'd-iui-e in the wiike of its searing sweep. 

Diiylight brouKht out Hcorua of volunteers who ftearched the debriH of more than 100 homes levtlcd in Detroit's crowded 
downriver .'iLiburbH and in le.is iiojntlous district.^ on the Canadian aide of the Detroit river. 

The Kinnt black fLiiinel — iiccompaiiied by windH so hot thoy burned the fncc — twiated its way through the Buburba of 
Melvindale and River Roiigc southweat of Detroit, dipped aoulb of the teeming auto city, swerved across the river and 
struck with full fury Houtli of Windsor. 

Fifteen bodies already had boun recovered. Thirteen were in morgueH on the Canadian aide. 

Tori-fnliiiJ niiJiH before jihiI iiUur the tormulo hampered rescue efforts and ntlempt.'i to ca/cul.ite the actual storm toll, 
hi addition to cn.iualtie.i, dnmatie.'i to home.'J, factories and titilitie.H was estimated in the millions of dollars. Windsor was 

completely without power. All 
industry was ahut down with 
the exception of the Ford . 
Motor company, which oper- 
ates Its own power plant. 

The weather bureau said the 
storm whipped ItseK out 30 minutea 
after It hit. 

The black funnel formed over 
the small community ot Melvindale 
and swept eastward through River 
Rouge late yesterday as many fam- 
ilies were silting down to their eve- 
ning meal. It moved across the 
Detroit river and circled Windsor, 
leaving a trail ot destruction in 
surrounding communities. River 
Rouge was the hardest hit on the 
American side, but authorities said 
a check showed no one killed In

(The NAM, It win be recalled. Is the or- 
ganization which this country's pinks, com- 
munists, socialists, and the likes of our own 
Senator Tnylor, try to portray as something 
big, bad and bestl&l.) 

Ncvcrthele6,s. Mr. Wason's te.-itlmony took a 
lot of wind out or the OPA's sails, and what 
he had losay should .^el the people to think- 
ing— even Senator Taylor. 

In particular. Mr. Wason branded as abso- 
lutely "untrue" some or the OPA's claims to 
success In "holding the line" against Inria- 
llon. He called attention to a statement 
which OPA propagandlita had broadcast as 
lollows: 

"Qo down to your local new.spaper office 
and aak them to show you a local rood store 
advertisement for May of 1943, that'.s the 
month after the 'hold-the-llne' order was 
issued, and compare the prices that you find 
in that ad to the prices being advertised to- 
day. Almost invariably you will find that the 
average market basket of gcrocerles can be 
bought today for the same amount, or per- 
haps a imiD less, than It cost three years 
ago." 

To prove that such propaganda was false, 
Wason submitted statistics (taken as the | 
propagandists had suggested) showing com 
paratlve prices of 76 standard and staple 
Items. In the entire list only five Items show, 
cd a decline In price, 18 were selling at the 
same, price, Ifl were not available and 30 
had Increased In price— the average Increase 
being 33 per centf 

In answer to CPA claims that the majority 
of business men favor continuation or price 
controls, Mr. Wason asked: "Who are these 
business men? The house banking and cur- 
rency committee held hearings for over a 
month. Nineteen witnesses appeared for the 
extension ot OPA as Is. Twelve were repre- 
sentatives of government agencies, mostly 
OPA. Only two, Henry Klascr and Bernard 
Baruch, could possibly be classified as repre- 
senting business." 

On the other hand. Wason pointed out, 
scores of producers appeared before the com- 
mlttflfl to prove that OPA is hindering pro- 
duction— producers representing textiles, to- 
bacco, meat, oil, lumber, dairying, canning, 
clothing, fresh fruits and vegetables. 

In support of this latter opposition, the 
results of a coast to coast survey were laid 
before the committee. It covered 722 com- 
panies or various sizes. And what did It show? 
That OPA ruhngs have forced 80 per cent of 
these companies to abandon production of 
certain goods for which there Is a strong 
public demandf 

There's a good explanation for all these 
shortages many months after the war came 
to an end. Black markets have nourished and 
inflation has continued In spite of all claims 
to the contrary— chiefly because production 
has not been permitted to keep pace with 
demand. 

"If you want to find ardent support for 
continuation of OPA without amendment," 
said Wason, "poll the left-wing organizations 
of the country, To them OPA Is a symbol of 
regimentation. It Is a device by which they 
hope to bring the great productive organiza- 
i( this country to Its knees.'"

Tha strike paralysU that besets this country was 
inevitable, it It largely the result o! deliberate 
legislative and Judicial acts of the pnit decade. Mr. 
Ollberl Montague, n dUllngiil.ihcd conwllutlonal 
lawyer, tevlcw.i the procc.-is categorically; 

"In 19J8, UiB supreme court held that the Norrls- 
LaOuardla anU-lriJunction and picketing act pro- 
tected picketer.i even when Uioy are not employes: 
also that the Islror relations act authorlMo Uio board 
(national labor relations boardi to make an 'inference' 
from any evidence, even though such infrrcjice Is 
contrary to the weight of evidence. In ISiO. the au- 
preme court held that plcketers may publlcUe any 
statement against an employer. ThU right lo pub- 
Uclie is the freedom of apMch guaranteed by the 
constitution. The employer, however, is subject lo 
punlalunent under the Wagner labor relations act, 
when there Ij any evidence from which the bo«M 
might infer that the employer interfered with union 
acUvltles. 

"Again In imo the supreme court rtversert the 
declalons of 30 jears and held that labor was for 
le most part immune from anti-lruil acts. 
"In Ifl42. the supreme court held that suia-i ex- 
torted from truck drivers under threats of aisault 
and battery should be regarded as "waKes ol a botis 
ride employer to an employe.' and the 'Interference' 
■1th such extortion a-ould Ije 'interference with tradi- 
tional labor union activities.' 

■In ie«. in warume, the national war labor board 
roqulitd "maintenance of member.ihlp' In labor con- 
troeta, contrary to the Intent of the Wajrer act 
when po-ucd. 

"Next, tlie government took over Montfomerv Ward 
because It refuted a maintenance of memberahii 
But In 19U Petrlllo refused th* President-, 
request lo accept the directives of the national wa 
labor board. Nothing was done about It." 
No wonder strikes have approached the point of 
evolution In the United St*te»,—i>ocat«Uo, Tribune.
